The average of wages in Great Britain 
increased $86.50 under free trade, while in my 
own district in Ohio under a protective policy the 
last thirty years there were skilled workingmen 
earning only $1865 a year.

Mrs. T, T. Conklin, in whose house Dr. 
Cronin lived for ten years, was the principal 
witness in the Coughlin trial yesterday. She 
told almost thesame story as that told by 
Miss MeNierny and Frank Scanian. Mr. 
Wing began what promised to be a severe 
cross-examination, but at 1 o’clock court ad- 
journed for the day. 
| In anticipation of a strong attack by the 
flefense upon the evidence proving the cause 
of death ‘Attorney Bottum has decided to 
strengthen the case of the people by ‘:producmng 
more expert testimony upon that point. This 
will come from Drs. Henrotin, Church, and 
Seiber, who will testify that in their opinion 
Dr. Cronin came to his aeath from the wounds 
inflicted upon his head’ and neck. ‘Then there 
are a few old witnesses to be examined. Maj. 
Sampson still eludes the search of the State 
officers, and it is a matter of great doubt 
whether he will testify in the case at all, His 
associate, Willis Lynn, can easily be secured 
when wanted. It is believed by some the 
prosecution is holding the case, open for 
Jqseph McLaughlin, who may arrive at any 
time.

The State will close its caseearly next week.

OANADIAN PAOIFIO LIKELY TO 
DRIVE THEM TO BED ROOK. 


Transcontinental Lines Further than Ever 
from a Settlement with the Rival Road 
Possibility That a Boycott May Be 
Declared Against the Recreant System 
Eastern Freight Problems Are Solved 
Official Changes on the “ Vandalia "= 
Excursion Tickets to Various Points. 


Fears are entertained that the failure of the 
Traffic Managers and General Passenger Agents 
of the transcontinental roads to bring about a 
settlement of the trouble with the Canadian 
Pacific will resuit in the breaking down of Pa- 
cific coast passenger rates to lower figures 
than ever made before. General Passenger 
Agent MeNicoll of the Canadian Pacific will 
continue to pursue the same policy as pur- 
sued byhim during the late war with the 
North Pacific coast lines. He will apply a 
differential rate of $10 first class and $5 sec- 
ond class on all tickets from St. Paul to 
North Pacific coast points and San Francisco . 
If the other roads meet his rates he will fol. 
low them down until rock bottom has been 
reached. 

An effort is now being made to combine all 
the transcontinental iines opposed to the 
Canadian Pacific and get them to join the 
Western Passenger Association. If this at- 
tempt should be successful the association 
will make a proposition to the Canadian Pa- 
citic, and, if the latter rejects it, a boycott js 
to be declared against it by’ all other roads. 
As matters now stand the Canadian Pacific 
holds the whip hand and may cause great 
loss to the other Pacific coast lines by forcing 
rates down to bottom figures, and nothing 
can prevent it doing ao, it is claimed, except a 
boycott or refusal on the part of all its com- 
petitors and connections to transact any 
through business with that road or its ally, 
the **Soo”’ line. 

So faras the immigrant business of the 
Eastern seaboard is concerned the Canadian 
Pacific does not propese to make any trouble. 
Mr. MeNicoll says that he will maintain 
agreed commissions and interpose no obstacle 
to the division of business by immigrant 
clearing-house of the Western roads.

It would be shown 
that on the day it is claimed “Koetting re- 
ceived the deposit with which he was 
charged the bank had only $250,000 good 
assets, against $1,600,000 of liabilities, 

The District Attorney said he expected the 
defense would attempt to blame Trumpiff, the 
abseonding President of the bank, for its con- 
dition. ae? attorney objected to this 
statement, and the objection was sustained. 
It will be shown how Koetting fled from the 
city and how the bank ledger disappeared. 

Attorney Williams in his opening address 
for the defense reviewed Koetting’s life. He 
had given his best years .to the South Side 
Savings Bank. He was known as an honest 
and trusted man. Before the panic, when 
scores of banks failed, no one entertained a 
suspicion of him, Koetting shed tears while 
Mr. Williams spoke eloquently of the esteem 
and confidence which he enjoyed. Mr. Wiil- 
jams said the case on trial was born of public 
excitement. It would be shown by the de- 
fense that in the few days before the bank 
failed $400,000 was paid out to clamoring 
depositors. He defied the State to prove that 
Koetting stole a single dollar of the bank’s 
money, while it would be shown that he had 
sacrified everything he owned excepting his 
homestead to assist the bank in meeting its 
liabilities. , 

William Equitz, in his answer toa suit in- 
stituted by the Masons’ and Builders’ Associ- 
ation to collect from him $593 on his note 
held by the association, claims thatthe associ- 
ation is a trust of certain local masons to the 
exclusion of outside contractors.

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 11.—[Special.]— 
Chairman Carter of the National Republican 
committee presented his resignation today as 
Chairman of the Executive committee. That 
body accepted it and chose Joe Manley of 
Maine to succeed him. Mr. Carter remains 
at the head of the National committee. He 
retired from the Executive committee because 
to it is left all matters in the intervals of 
National campaigns, and his residence in 
Montana made inconvenient any personal 
attention to the detail work of the Executive 
committee. There was the further reason 
that Mr. Manley probably is to be the head of 
a sort of permanent literary bureau, which 
is to keep up the details of party organiza- 
tion and to ‘keep in touch with 
public sentiment generally. Manley is for 
Tom Reed for President, but this does not 
worry the friends of ex-President Harrison or 
Gov. McKinley. The members of the Execu- 
tive committee say they have the good sense 
to know the Republicans of the country have 
not called on them to nominate a candidate 


“for President. The Executive committee did 


not formally decide that a permanent head- 
quarters should be established. It was left 
for Mr. Manley, after a full view of the situa- 
tion, to determine whether that step were ad- 
visable and, if he go determined, the Execu- 
tive committee is to be called together again 
to select the place. 

But Mr. Manley is practically committed 
to the plan, and, as he favors New York, that 
city ultimately will be selected. It may be, 
however, that no immediate action wil] be 
taken. Chicago has not sought to have any 
permanent headquarters located there. Com- 
mitteeman W.J. Campbell, who arrived this 
evening, said there had been no movement to 
that end. The Republican League already 
has its headquarters in Chicago. 

Mr, Carter in his letter of resignation said 
the pressure of business as well as the distance 
of his home fram the center. of political 
activity conspired to make the action on his 
part necessary. A resolution was adopted 
unanimously that it was with the utmost 
regret the Executive committee parted with 
Mr. Carter as its official head, and compli- 
menting as well as thanking him for the de- 
votion, energy, and ability which he had 
shown throughout in that important capacity. 
Mr. Clarkson offered the resolution. 

Tonight Chairman Caldwell and his associ- 
ates on the Congressional committee con- 
ferred with the members of the Executive 
committee. There was a general interchange 
of views, in which everybody agreed the pros- 
pect is bright for a Republican Congress next 
fall and for a Republican President in 1896. 
The Congressional committee will manage 
this year’s campaign. 


GOV. WAITE’S UNRULY LEGISLATURE, 


The Extra Session May Result in Passing 
No Laws at All, 

Denver, Colo., Jan. 11.—The extra session 
will last until Saturday at least, though the 
show for passing laws is slight should the 
House refuse to aecept the concurrent resolu- 
tion to be passed by the Senate in the morn- 
ing by a large majority vote. This is the sit- 
uation generally conceded by the members 


themselves. ’ 

The House received a number of petitions 
for and against the extra session and a num- 
ber of resolutions. One resolution calls for 
an immediate adjournment, one -seeks to 
know the prospects for money to defray the 
expense of the extra session, and another asks 
of the Attorney-Geueral what progress he has 
made in recovering from bondsmen of former 
State Treasurers and Auditors of the school 
funds alleged to have been: wrongly diverted 
‘as directed by the regular session. 

The Senate listened inp the afternoon to the 
report of the special committee on the Gov- 
ernor’s message, which will be discussed to- 
morrow with a minority report. This report 
recommends that the message be placed on 
file and that a concurrent resolution be 
adopted deciaring for an adjournment Friday 
atsome hour. It then reviews the message, 
giving reasons why the legislation asked for 
should not be considered at this time. — 

Regarding the legal tender scheme the re- 
port recited that ‘to compel the acceptance 
of domestic or foreign silver dollars in pay- 
ment of debts when not required by the Fed- 
eral statufes would:.be a violation of con- 
tracts revolutionary in character and in prac- 
tice destructive of the interests sought to be 
eonserved.”’ It holds that no immediate 
necessity exists for changes in laws affecting 
debtors and suggests laws relating to public 
improvements are impracticable. Regarding 
the certificates of indebtedness instead of 
bond issues the report says: 

**'l'‘he wildest feature of this scheme is the 
dishonest financial policy connected with it. 
Instead of paymgeash for the labor and mate- 
rial put into construction it is to be paid for 
in irredeemable scrip or certificates.”’ 

The members of the House in extra session 
began business today in the best of spirits. 
It was more like a special session of a third 
House or a baekwoods debating society. 
Jokes ‘and repartee were bandied about at the 
start, and every motion was made the subject 
of mirth. ‘ Petitions with numerous signa- 
tures were presented and read, some urging 
immediate adjournment and others asking 
for some legislation that will give working- 
men employment. Mr. Killen of Arapahoe 
offered a concurrent resolution condemning 
the Mexican dollar legal tender scheme rec- 
ommended in the Governor’s message. The 
immediate consideration of the resolution was 
objected to. 

A resolution was passed to appoint a com- 
mittee to investigate the condition of the 
State finances with a view to tinding if theve 
is money available to defray the expenses of 
the extra session. 

A resolution to adjourn sine die offered by 
Mr. Bonynge of Arapahoe was received and 
laid over under the rules until tomorrow. 

The yotes of the morning indicate a change 
of opinion on the part of some of the mem- 
bers in favor of remaining in session if plausi- 
ble reasons can be made for so doing.

INDICTMENTS AGAINST M’KANE HOLD. 


Motion to Have Them Quashed Dented by 
Jadge Bartlett.

Smallpox Patients Apply at County Hos- 
pital and Are Sent to Pesthouse, 

Two men with smallpox applied for admis- 
sion at the County Hospital yesterday morn- 
ing. In each case the disease was so far ad- 
vanced that the watchman who guards the 
entrance to the institution took in the situa- 
tion at a glance and prevented their entrance. 
They were conducted tothe rear of the hos- 
pital and later were removed to the pest- 
house. Charles Jvuhnstone was the first 
of the two patients who appeared. 
He said he had no home, but 
admitted that up to Tuesday evening he had 
been sleeping in the Ironsides lodging-house 
at No. 134 West Madison street. This is the 
lodging-house from which the majority of 
the previous cases have come. 

Half an hour later Louis Stell, also a 
lodger in the Ironsides, appeared. 

. E. Carroll was afterwards received and 
examined. , The physicians decided that his 
case was suspicious and he was assigned to 
Ward No. 17, _erapery ag tis = 20egamy Carroll 
was also a lodger at the [ronsides. 

All of the 190 employés of the hospital and 
the ninety :rained nurses have been vaccinat- 
ed. All the mail sent out from the hospital is 
fumigated. No one is permitted to go out- 
side unless on important business. Though 
the hospital is not under quarantine casual 
visitors cannot gain admission, and the visit- 
ing days—Wednesdays and Sundays—when 
1,000 to 2,000 persons usually call on their 
friends, have been discontinuéd, 

The Ironsides Hotel is quarantined. Wedres- 
day night a man named Murphy died in the 
hotel. The doctor who visited him advised 
his removal to the County Hospital, but the 
authorities there would not receive him. The 
police refused to remove the body to tne 
county morgue. Yesterday the Coroner re- 
fused to hold an inquest at the lodging-house. 
Commissioner Reynolds then agreed to have 
the body buried and to return a certificate as 
to the cause of death.

DODGING THE RESPONSIBILITY. 

The latest move in the Hawaiian farce puts 
a new phase upon the policy of infamy. It 
now is given out from semi-official sources 
that at the latest Cabinet meeting it was ar- 
ranged to instruct Minister Willis to go no 
further in his silly business of attempting to 
restore the Queen’s constitutional nuthority 
and replacing her upon the throne. It further 
is intimated that the President) supposed the 
instructions sent to Minister Willis a month 
ago—that is, by the Corwin, ‘Dec. 4—were 80 
explicit that he would understand the whole 
business was given over to Congress. In any 
event as soon as the complete advices brought 
by the Corwin are received at Washington 
fresh instructions will be sent him, drawn up 
in such a mauner that they will be intelligible, 
and ordering him. to cesist from any further 
negotiations with the dissolute guest of the 
American Legatior or with Mr, Cleveland's 
alleged great and good friend, President 
Dole. 

According to the Washington dispatch, 
Seeretary Gresham himself is authority for 
the ‘statement that the administration has 
abandoned its monarchical policy and that 
no further steps will be taken by Cleveland to 
carry out the policy of restoring the Queen. 


This does not clear up the situation at all. 


The administration announced several weeks 
ago that it had abandoned the policy when 
the President sent his message to Congress 
submitting the further control of the business 
to that body and promising his assent to and 
codperation in any pian it might suggest. 
And yet, in spite of all this, Minister Willis 
went ahead and demanded of the provisional 
government that it should restore the Queen’s 
constitutional authority, menacing it with 
force if it refused, and privately declaring to 
a member of the provisional government that 
it was useless to hold out or to expect an- 
nexation because, as he flamboyantly put it, 
the Democratic party would remain in power 
fortwenty years longer and Cleveland was too 
powerful to be resisted. 

It is important now to know just what were 
the instructions that the Corwin took to Willis 
Dec. 4. If, as the administration asserts, Mr. 


- Willis blundered by obeying the letter instead 


of the spirit of his instructions, then why were 
not his instructions made so explicit that the 
letter as well as the spirit was unmistakable and 
there was no opportunity for making a mis- 
take? What kind of diplomatic tyros are 
they in Washington who in a case of such 
gravity as this prepare a dispatch to a United 
States Minister in such slipshod, bungling 
fashion as to leave him the possibility of 
makingan error? It is supposed generally 
that of all dispatches diplomatic ones are 
categorically correct and uamistakable. If, 
as has been stated, these dispatches included 
the instruction: 
the conditions and the provisional govern- 
ment refuse to surrender you will be gov- 
erned by previous instructions,’’ wherein did 
Minister Willis disobey theletter? The Queen 
had accepted the conditions ard thereupon he 
carried out the..previous instructions and 
| made his demand upon ‘the provisional gov- 
ernment, which that body ‘properly and 
promptly rejected, humiliating though it was 
to the American people and disgraceful to the 
administration at Washington. Confronted 
‘with the horrible blunder of its slipshod 
diplomacy and the failure of its shameful 
conspiracy in the interests of a dusky and disso- 
lute descendant of cannibals, it now will seek 
to make Mr. Willis its scapegoat. .This must 
not be allowed. Mr. Cleveland himself must 
be held responsible, and Congress must not 
desist until every detail of the polivy of in- 
famy is uncovered, What the American peo- 
ple want to know now is stated admirably by 
the Washington Post: 

1. What were the instructions sent Mr. Willis 
by the Corwin? 

2. Had the President on the day that the Cor- 
win sailed made up his mind a& to the character 
of the. special message relative to Hawaiian 
affairs then in contemplation and subsequently 
sent to Congress? 

3. If he had made up his mind were his instruc- 

tions to Willis in harmony with his assurances to 
Congress on the 18th of December? 
_ 4, If he had not made up his mind in time to 
advise Willis accordingly, and if, on the con- 
trary, the message by the Corwin was one of 
urgency, on the original line of restitution, why 
did the President tell Congress, that he referred 
the matter to that body on a day when by every 
reasonable probability his representative at Hon- 
olula must have been demanding the abdication 
of the provisional government? 


THE NEW IOWA GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 
The inaugural message of Gov, Frank D. 
Jackson of Iowa contains much food for 
thought by the people of that and other States. 
After a reference to the Columbian Exposi- 
tion, the exhibit of American energy and 
courage which was its own crowning triuinph, 
and the highly creditable part taken by Iowa 
in the display, Goy. Jackson deals at length 
with the great question of free trade versus 
protection to American industry. He says 
that which most threatens the glory and prog- 
ress of our country is the gradual forcing 
upon millions of American laborers the sched- 
ule of pauper wages paid to the toilers of the 
Old World, which are not sufficient to enable 
an American laborer to properly clothe his 
family, educate his children, and make of 
them good American citizens. The European 
schedule of wages begets poverty, and poverty 
begets ignorance. Despotic governments 
may thrive with these conditions, but that is 
impossible with a republican form of gov- 
ernment like ours, To maintain the Amer- 
ican schedule of wages in the future requires 
that the American people buy and use the 
products of the brain and muscle of Arm 
producers, even though they may cost a little 
more than the producis of other lands, Our 
patriotism certainly should be broad and 
deep enough for this, and to accomplish it 
those manufactured products of foreign coun- 
tries which can be produced here must be 
kept out of competition with American labor. 
' The policy of our government for more 
than thirty years has been in favor of giving 
employment to the American laborer and at 


} the same time creating and building up an 


American home market for thé products of 
the American farm. Under it the people of 
Towa have advanced in wealth and prosperity. 
The mere anticipation of a change from this 
policy has brought disaster. It is asserted on 
good authority that there are over two mill- 
ions of idle laborers in this. country. today, 
and upon equality good authority itis stated 
that this idleness is due to the cstedouied 
changes in the laws of our country by a Con- 
hostile to the principles [of prot ection.

And the experience of our govern- 
ment under the workings of the protective 
policy controverts the theory that the foreign 
price put upon the 3 to 5 per cent of our farm 
produce which goes abroad fixes the price of 
the whole. The American home market is 
protected from the competition of wheat from 
Manitoba, India, and Australia, The great 
principle of protection: should not be de- 
stroyed without a solemn protest from a State 
so deeply interested in its maintenance, On 
the contrary, our prosperity and growth, State 
and national, would warrant the enlargement 
and extension of this principle until our Na- 
tion shall have developed so much internal 
strength as to make it independent of all 
other countries in times of peace as well as in 
time of war. 

Gov. Jackson. favors a sound currency as 
giving confidence and stability to business en- 
terprises and being a most powerful factor in 
the development of the Nation. He said labor 
is entitled to and should receive as a consider- 
ation a money the purchasing power of which 
remains unchanged, for it is the laborer who 
invariably is affected first and most seriously 
by the use of a depreciated currency. But he 
would like to see the silver product of Ameri- 
can mines utilized as far as is consistent with 
financial safety. He commends the citizens 
of lowa as a law-abiding people, advises a 
change in the law which would compel every 
citizen to do jury duty when called upon,

CONSIDERING THE WILSON BILL, 

The general debate on the Wilson bill will 
eontinue today and tomorrow at the regular 
and evening sessions, Monday the House will 
go into Committee of the Whole. The bill 
will be read through from beginning to end, 
and then will be open to amendment, those of 
the Committee on Ways and Means having 
the preference. As the bill will not be read 
by patagraphs any member who gets the 
floor can offer an amendment to any part of 
it, Whether he can get the floor will depend 
entirely on the Chairman. Debate will be 
under the five-minute rule and will be kept 
up on any amendment as long as the Com- 
mittee of the Whole chodses. The evening 
sessions will be given up to general debate. 
The bill will be in committee for about two 
weeks and on the 29th the finallvote will be 
taken on its passage after two hours of clos- 
ing debate, divided between the minority and 
the mujority. These speeches will be made 
probably by Mr. Reed and Mr. Wilson. 

The method of procedure is substantially 
that pursued when the tariff law of 1800 was 
passed. The Democrats protested bitterly 
against that method then, and have adopted 
itnow. As Mr. Reed said: “I can remem- 
ber when Mr. Blount, then ‘ paramount’ 
among the Democracy of the Hovse as he has 
since been ‘paramount’ in foreign parts, 
rifted the atmosphere with hia representative 
cries on that subject. I had hoped to 
hear you get up and apologize for what you 
have been doing, or atleast that you would, as 
you have been doing in this Congress and the 
last, apologize silently.” 

About a week more time is allowed for the 
consideration of the Wilsun than of the Mc- 
Kinley bill. Mr. Reed claimed that enough 
time was not given and made the point, 
which was a good one, that the: McKinley bill 
had been before the country for a month prior 
to the date of its passage and was thoroughly 
understood. Moreover it did not establish 
nor claim to establish any new principle; it 
was simply a revision of existing Jaws in ac- 
cordance with the principles on which they 
were based. Hence there was no such neces- 
sity for thorough discussion as at the present 
time.

SENTENTIOUS SENTIMENTS OF DEPEW. 

Chauncey Depew delivered a brief address 
day before yesterday to the members of the 
New York State Republican Editorial Associ- 
ation wherein he referred with his usual felici- 
ty of expression to the present situation of 
the country, and gave his hearers some happy 
phrases which they can use to enliven and 
light up the editorials in which they are going 
to criticise the Democrats and their policies. 
Said he: 

I adjure you above all to join the cry of the 
workingman and the employer—-who would em- 
ploy if be could—and say, **We have been to see 
the midnight sun after its glories have been 
promised for thirty years.” 

For thirty years the Democrats have been 
telling of the glories and the beauties of free 
trade, and have been inviting the American 
people so to arrange their affairs that they 
could behold them. In a moment of deliri- 
ous abandonment the people accepted the in- 
vitation and are having a melancholy time of 
it now in the early dawn of free trade and do 
not wish to bask in its full beams. 

The prodigal sons of America wandered 
away from their comfortable and protected 
homesin November of 1892 and since then 
have beef having rathera hard time of it. 
They have not had anything as substantial as 
husks to fill their bellies with, and unfort- 
unately they have brought suffering not 
merely on themselves but on the whole coun- 
try. 4 

As Mr. Depew says “we have been feasted 
on the aurora borealis,’ which is pretty but 
not substantial. ‘ But with the hunger-belt 
tighteuing each week an inch about us, give 
us back the old home-made, home-baked Re- 
publican bread.”’

Public buildings, such as the Criminal 
Court one, should be plain within and with- 
out. They are for business uses and are not 
designed to make the reputation of architects 
or to provide sumptuous surroundings for 
criminalg. Who were the men responsible for 
this waste of money? 


_ Av the recent meeting of the West Side 
Street railroad company’ President Yerkes 
said that ‘‘the cross-town.lines, which are 
comparatively new, have, much to our sur- 
prise and satisfaction, shown themselves able 
not only to pay expenses but to earn good 
profits, This condition will no doubtsteadily 
increase.’’ When Mr. Yerkes applied to the 
Council for the right to operate thes new 
lines an attempt was made to make him pay 
more than the customary license fee of $50 a 
car. The original ordinances provided for a 
mileage rental. The company refused to ac- 
cept those ordinances on the ground that the 
lines would not do more than pay their oper- 
ating expenses if they did that. So the Coun- 
cil backed down and the company got the 
franchises for nothing. It appears now that 
its officers were mistaken and that the grants 
made were profitable ones, They ought to 
have known at the time that they would be so 
possibly they did, Yet they do notintimate 
that. it would be the proper thing to pay a 
trifle (into the treasury for the free grants 
which they bulldozed out of the Council. 

With facts like these confronting them the 
municipal authorities ought to see the folly— 
to use no harder name—of giving away fran- 
chises without reserving to the city a share in 
the profits. If the North and West Side street 
companies paid to the city 2 per cent of their 
gross earnings, as the Northwestern elevated 
will have to, the municipal receipts from that 
source last year would have been over $160,- 
000. And yet there. would have been money 
enough left to pay heavy dividends to the 
holders of the watered stock and to permit a 
surplus to be set aside for future use. Hence- 
forth let no franchise be granted without an 
equivalent, 


A pispatrcu from Washington states that the 
leaning of Secretary Carlisle toward a ecoin- 
age of the silver seigniorage how in the 
Treasury is ‘‘quite marked.”’ Some think he 
is in favor of the not less objectionabie 
scheme to issue Treasury notes against that 
seigniorage, and a few fancy that he would. 
welcome the requisite legal encouragement tu 
a limited bond issue, As for the two schemes 
first named it should not be forgotten that 
while highly objectionable because of their 
fiat features either would be inadequate to 
meet the deficiency in revenues, to say noth- 
ing of meeting a much to be desired strength- 
ening of the gold reserve, which ia down to 
alow ebb and becoming smaller with each 
succeeding week, To seize upon that margin 
silver for use as money and to avoid the 
purchase of gold with bonds doubly would 
invite a return of distrust in the integrity of 
the currency which played such havoc with the 
busiaess of the country last spring. Hence it 
would be exceedingly ill advised and im- 
prudent, besides being lamentably short of 
effecting what it was proposed to accomplish. 
At the present rate the deficiency would grow 
much faster than the silver could be coined, 
and the alternative issue of Treasury notes 
would fill the void but for a few months with 
no augmentation of the gold reserve, which 
now is less than three-quarters of the amount 
for many years deemed to be the minimum 
for safety. The plea is made that to author- 
ize the issue of bonds for an amount much 
larger than required to supply current needs 
would foster extravagance. The excuse is a 
flimsy ohe, but eyen if valid such issue woulda 
be infinitely preferable to the deplorable con- 
sequences which must follow a depretiation 
of the currency: standard. 


THE oileaniet a ro New Jersey Democrats 
to steal the Senate of that State is even more 
scandalous than was that of the Populists to 
steal the Lower House of the Kansas Legis- 
lature a year ago. The Senate has twenty- 
one members, eight of whom were elected 
last November, seven being Republicans ahd 
one a Democrat. Of the hold-over members 
nine are Democrats and four Republicans. 
Thus the Senate stands eleven Republicans to 
ten Democrats. In order to convert their 
minority into a majority the Democrats took 
the position that the hold-over mem bers should 
organize first and pass on the credentials of 
the members-elect, There are three newly 
elected Republican Senators who, according 
to the unproved assertion of the Democrats, 
got their seats by bribery and corruption. The 
intention was to refuse to swear them in and 
then the Senate being organized to vote that 
they were not entitled to seats and let in the 
Democratic contestants. Their hope was that 
the four Republican hold-over Senators would 
fall into the trap, wold make aequorum by 
their presence, and enable them to carry out 
their designs. They had too much sense to 
do so, and the eleven Republicans met by 
themselves, The Governor has. recognized 
the minority Senate and the House has recog- 
nized the lawful one. There being thus two 
Senates, each claimmg t6 be the legitimate 
one, the question will have to.go to the Su- 
preme Court for settlement if the Democrats 
do not back down.

PUBLIC Sunvece SUPERINTENDENT MAMER 
should continue his investigation into the 
methods which have been pursued in the erec- 
tion of the North Side Criminal Court Build- 
ing.

DODGING THE RESPONSIBILITY. 

The latest move in the Hawaiian farce puts 
a new phase upon the policy of infamy, It 
now is given out from semi-official sources 
that at the latest Cabinet meeting it was ar- 
ranged to instruct Minister Willis to go no 
further in his silly business of attempting to 
restore the Queen’s constitutional authority 
and replacing her upon the throne. It further 
is intimated that the President supposed the 
instructions sent to Minister Willis a month 
ago—that is, by the Corwin, Dec. 4—were so 
explicit that he would understand the whole 
business was given over to Congress. In any 
event as soon as the complete advices brought 
by the Corwin are received at Washington 
fresh instructions will be sent him, drawn up 
in such a mauner that they will be intelligible, 
and ordering him. to cesi8t from any further 
negotiations with the dissolute guest of the 
American Legatior or with Mr. Cleveland’s 
alleged great and good friend, President 
Dole. : M ee 

According to the W A ington dispatch, 
Secretary Gresham aa is authority for 
the statement that the administration has 
abandoned its monarthical policy and that 
no further steps will be taken by Cleveland to 
carry out the policy of restoring the Queen. 
This does not clear up the situation at all. 
The administration announced several weeks 
ago that it had abandoned the policy when 
the President sent his message to Congress 
submitting the further control of the business 
to that body and promising his assent to and 
coéperation in any pian it might suggest. 
And yet, in spite of all this, Minister Willis 
went ahead and demanded of the provisional 
government that it should restore the Queen’s 
constitutional authority, menacing it with 
force if it refused, and privately declaring to 
a member of the provisional government that 
it was useless to hold out or to expect an- 
nexation because, as he flamboyantly put it, 
the Democratic party would remain in power 
fortwenty years longer and Cleveland was too 
powerful to be resisted. 

It is important now to know just what were 
tne instructions that the Corwin took to Willis 
Dec. 4. If, as the administration asserts, Mr. 
- Willis blundered by obeying the letter instead 
of the spirit of his instructions, then why were 
not his instructions made so explicit that the 
letter as wellas the spirit was unmistakable and 
there was no opportunity for making a mis- 
take? What kind of diplomatit tyros are 
they in Washington who in a case of such 
gravity as this prepare a dispatch to a United 
States Minister in such silipshod, bungling 
fashion as to leave him the possibility of 
making anerror? It is supposed generally 
that of all dispatches diplomatic ones are 
categorically correct and uamistakable. If, 
as has been stated, these dispatches included 
the instruction: ‘“‘Should the Queen accept 
the conditions and the provisional govern- 
ment.refuse to surrender you will be gov- 
erned by previous instructions,’ wherein did 
Minister Willis disobey theletter? The Queen 
had accepted the conditions ard thereupon he 
carried out the. previous instructions and 
made liis demand upon the provisional gov- 
ernment, which that body ‘properly and 
promptly rejected, humiliating though it was 
to the American people and disgraceful to the 
administration at Washington. Confronted 
vith the horrible blunder of its slipshod 
diplomacy and the failure of its shameful 
conspiracy in the interests of a dusky and disso- 
lute descendant of cannibals, it now will seek 
to make Mr. Willis its scapegoat. ‘This must 
not be allowed. Mr. Cleveland himself must 
be held responsible, and Congress must not 
desist until every detail of the polivy of in- 
famy is uncovered. What the American peo- 
ple want to know now is stated admirably by 
the Washington Post: | 

1. What were the instructions sent Mr. 
by the Corwin? 

2. Had the President on the day that the Cor- 
win sailed made up his mind as to the character 
of the special message relative to Hawaiian 
affairsthen in contemplation and subsequently 
sent to Congress? 

3. If he had made up his mind were his instruc- 
tions to Willis in harmony with his assurances to 
Congress on the 18th of December? 

_ 4. If he had not made up his mind in time to 
advise Willis accordingly, and if, on the con- 
trary, the message by the Corwin was one of 
urgency, on the original line of restitution, why 
did the President tell Congress, that he 1eferred 
the matter to that body on a day when by every 
reasonable probability his representative at Hon- 


olulu must have been demanding the abdication 
of the provisional government?

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THE NEW IOWA GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 
The inaugural message of Gov. Frank D. 
Jackson of Iowa contains much food for 
thought by the people of thai and other States. 
After a reference to the Columbian Exposi- 
tion, the exhibit of Amierican energy and 
courage which was its own crowning triumph, 
and the highly creditable part taken by Iowa 
in the display, Goy. Jackson deals at length 
with the great question of free trade versus 
protection to American industry. He says 
that which most threatens the glory and prog- 
ress of our country is the gradual forcing 
upon millions of American laborers the sched- 
ule of pauper wages paid to the. toilers of the 
Old World, which are not sufficient to enable 
an American laborer to properly clothe his 
family, educate his children, and make of 
them good American citizens. The European 
schedule of wages begets poverty, and poverty 
begets ignorance. Despotic governments 
may thrive with these conditions, but that is 
impossible with a republican form of gov. 
ernment like ours. To maintain the Amer- 
ican schedule of wages in the future requires 
that the American people buy and\ use the 
products of the brain and muscle of American 
producers, even though they may cost a little 
more than the products of other lands. Our 
patriotism certainly should be broad and 
.deep enough for this; and to accomplish it 
those manufactured products of foreign coun- 
tries which can be produced here must be 
kept out of competition with American labor. 
The policy of our government for more 
than thirty years has been in favor of giving 
employment to the American laborer and at 
the same time creating and building up an 
American home market for the products of 
the Ainerican farm. Under it the people of 
lowa have advanced in wealth and prosperity. 
The mere anticipation of a change from this 
policy has brought disaster. It is asserted on 
good authority that there are over two mill- 
ions of idle laborers in this country. today, 
and upon equaliy good authority it is stated 
that this idleness is due to the anticipated 
changes in the laws of our country by a Con- 
gress hostile to the principles {of protection. 
While the laboring millions of Europe are 
given the hope of finding a market here with-

Iowa continue to sell their beef, pork, and 
butter to the six or seven millions of Ameri- 
can laborers and help furnish them the means 
to pay for the product by purchasing the man- 
ufactured products of their labor, or is it bet- 
ter to buy the manufactured products from 
. millions of foreign laborers only to find 
that they have but half as much money to 
nue with, and little or no inclination to buy 
of us? There are those who advise that the 
best interest of the American farmer is in the 
direction of selling his produce in the’ markets 
of the world. Perhaps they do not gonsider 
that 95 per cent of the produce raised on 
American farms finds a home martket which is 
represented by the consuming demands of the 
millions of American laborers, employed in 
American factories and shops, and re- 
ceiving American wages. That market has 
more than twice the money to buy necessaries 
of life than any other market: on the face of 
theearth. And the expériénce of our govern- 
ment under the workings of the protective 
policy controverts the theory that the foreign 
price put upon the 3 to 5 per cent of our farm 
produce which goes abroad fixes the price of 
the whole. The American home market is 


‘ protected from the competition of wheat from 


Manitoba, India, and Australia, The great 
principle of protection should not be de- 
stroyed without a solema protest from a State 
so deeply interested in its maintenance, On 
the contrary, our prosperity and growth, State 
and national, would warrant the enlargement 
and extension of this principle until our Na- 
tion shall have developed so much internal 
strength as to make it independent of all 
other countries in times of peare as well as in 
time of war. 

Gov. Jackson favors a sound currency as 
giving confidence and stability to business en- 
terprises and being a most powerful factor in 
the development of the Nation. He said labor 
is entitled to and should receive as’a consider- 
ation a money the purchasing power of which 
remains unchanged, for it is the laborer who 
invariably is affected first and most seriously 
by the use of a depreciated currency. But he 
would like to see the silver. product of Ameri- 
can mines utilized as far as is consistent with 
financial safety. He commends the citizens 
ef Iowa as a law-abiding people, advises a 
change in the law which would compel every 
citizen to do jury duty when called upon, 


hints a conviction that prison labor should be 


employed on the public highways, and recom- 
mends that the evils of the liquor traffic be re- 
duced to the minimum in thdse localities 
where the saloon exists. 
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A GRIEVING FREE- TRADER. 

The honestest Democratic speech made yet 
in the House of Representatives was that de- 
livered Wednesday by Congressman Jotinson 
of Ohio. He believes in the doctrines of the

churches and schoolhouses, and without whose 
business enterprise Hawaii would have been to- 
day nothing more than a wilderness of lepers 
and natives rapidly dying out by reason of their 
vices., These Southern Democrats will not 
allow negroes in their section to vote or to 
hold office. They will not eat with them at 
table. They will not ride side by side with 
them in public vehicles. They will not asso- 
ciate with them. They will not grant them 
even the dignity of a trial when accused of 
crime, but hunt them down and kill them as 
if they were wild animals. A negro in Mis- 
sissippi or in Alabama is treated as & person 


of an inferior race, a mere servile creature: 


not much above an ox or a mule, but a negro 
in Hawaii, in their eyes, has blue blood and is 
accounted sufficiently high in station and 
qualified by divine right to rule—not alone 
over her own kind but over white Americans, 
‘and to be recognized as on thé same plane 
with other sovereigns! Where is the consist- 
ency of these Southern gentlemen? How can 


they explain their condemnation in the one 


case and their commendation in the other? 
Are their principles determined by the mere 
matter of latitude and longitude? 


CONSIDERING THE WILSON BILL. 

The general debate on the Wilson bill will 
continue today and tomorrow at the regular 
and evening sessions, Monday the House will 
go into Committee of the Whole. The bill 
will be read through from beginning to end, 
and then will be open to amendment, those of 
the Committee on Ways and Means having 
the preference. As the bill will not be read 
by paragraphs any member who gets the 
floor can offer an amendment to any part of 
it. Whether he can get the floor will depend 
entirely on the Chairman. Debate will be 
under the five-minute rule and will be kept 
up on any amendment as long as the Com- 
mittee of the Whole chodses. The evening 
sessions will be given up to general debate. 
The bill will be in committee for about two 
weeks and on the 29th the final!vote will be 
taken on its passage after two hours of clos- 
ing debate, divided between the minority and 
the mujority. These speeches will be made 
probably by Mr. Reed and Mr. Wilson. 

The method of procedure is substantially 
that pursued when the tariff law of 1890 was 
passed. The Democrats protested bitterly 
against that method then, and have adopted 
itnow. As Mr. Reed said: “I can remem- 
ber when Mr. Blount, then ‘ paramount’ 
amoug the Democracy of the Hovse as he has 
since been ‘paramount’ in foreign parts, 
rifted the atmosphere with his representative 
cries on that subject. I had hoped to 
hear you get up and apologize for what you 
have been doing, or atleast that you would, as 
you have been doing in this Congress and the 
last, apologize silently.” 

About a week more time is allowed for the 
consideration of the Wilson than of the Mc. 
Kinley bill, Mr. Reed claimed that enough 
time was not given and made the point, 
which was a good one, that the McKinley bill 
had been before the country for a month prior 
to the date of its passage and was thoroughly 
understood. Moreover it did not establish 
nor claim to establish any new principle; it 
was simply a revision of existing Jaws in ac- 
cordance with the principles on which they 
were based. Hence there was no such neces- 
sity for thorough discussion as at the present 
time. 

There is force in this, but there is also force 
in the statement of Mr. Catchings that— 

Every man must appreciate that so long as 
there is uncertainty as to what the action of the 
Honse upon this measure is to be so long will 
there be an unnecessary amount of suspense and 
uncertainty in the conduct of the great business 
enterprises ‘of this country. 1. have myself re- 
ceived communications from several managers of 
business industries, including some who are ut- 
terly opposed to this bill, stating that it is very 
much to be desired that whatever action is to be 
taken shall be ti iken sprediiy. 


SENTENTIOUS SE NTIMENTS oF DEPEW. 

Chauncey Depew delivered a brief address 
day before yesterday to the members of the 
New York State Republican Editorial Associ- 
ation wherein he referred with his usual felici- 
ty of expression to the present situation of 
the country, and gave his hearers some happy 
phrases which they can use to enliven and 
light up the editorials in which they are going 
to criticise the Democrats and their policies. 
Said he: 

I adjure you above all to join the cry of the 
workingman and the employer—who would em- 
ploy if he could—and say, *‘We have been to see 
the midnight sun after its glories have been 
promised for thirty years.”' 

For thirty years the Democrats have been 
telling of the glories and the beauties of free 
trade, and have been inviting the American 
people so to arrange their affairs that they 
could behold them. In a moment of deliri- 
ous abandonment the people accepted the in- 
vitation and are having a melancholy time of 
it now in the early dawn of free trade and do 
not wish to bask in its full beams. 

The prodigal sons of America wandered 
away from their comfortable and protected 
homes in November of 1892 and since then 
have beefi having rathera hard time of it. 
They have not had anything as substantial as 


husks to fill their bellies with, and unfort- 


unately they have brought suffering not 
merely on themselves but on the whole coun- 
try. ’ 

As Mr. Depew says *‘ we have been feasted 
on the aurora borealis,” which is pretty but 
not substantial. ‘** But with the hunger-belt 
tighteuing each week an inch about us, give 
us back the old home-made, home-baked Re- 
publican bread.”’ 

This expresses with painful accuracy the 
feelings of many a man who voted for Cleve- 
land and “tariff reform’? in 1892 and who 
now finds himself reformed out of work and 
wages and on intimate terms with hunger and 
rags. That is what he got for voting for an 
administration which ‘*‘ with a fatuity un- 
equaled and rarely if ever known has framed 
a tariff bill which while it creates a defici- 
ency of about $75,000,000 in our revenues, 
throws millions of men and women out of em- 
ployment.’”’

They are for business uses and are not 
designed to make the reputation of architects 
or to. provide sumptuous surroundings for 
Who were the men responsible for 
this waste of money? 


. Av the recent meeting of the West Side 
Street railroad company President Yerkes 


“said that ‘“‘the cross-town.lines, which are 


comparatively new, have, much to our sur- 
prise and satisfaction, shown themselves able 
not only to pay expenses but to earn good 
profits, This condition will no doubtsteadily 
increase."’ When Mr. Yerkes applied to the 
Council for the right to operate thesé new 
lines an attempt was made to make him pay 
more than the customary license fee of $50 a 
car. The original ordinances provided for a 
mileage rental, The company refused to ac- 
cept those ordinances on the ground that the 
lines would not do more than pay their oper- 
ating expenses if they did that. So the Coun- 
cil backed down andthe company got the 
franchises for nothing. It appears now that 
its officers were mistaken and that the grants 
made were profitable ones. They ought to 
have known at the time that they would be so 
~—possibly they did. Yet they do notintimate 
that. it would be the proper thing to pay a 
trifle into the treasury-for the free grants 
which they bulldozed out of the Council. 

With facts like these confronting them the 
municipal authorities ought to see the folly— 
to use no harder name—of giving away fran- 
chises without reserving to the city a share in 
the profits. If the North and West Side street 
companies paid to the city 2 per cent of their 
gross earnings, as the Northwestern elevated 
will have to, the municipal receipts from that 
source last year would have been over $160,- 
000. And yet there, would have been money 
enough leftto pay heavy dividends to the 
holders of the watered stock and to permit a 
surplus to be set aside for future use. Hence- 
forth let no franchise be granted without an 
equivalent, 

A DISPATCH leven W became states that the 
leaning of Secretary Carlisle toward a coin- 
age of the silver seigniorage now in the 
Treasury is *‘quite marked.”’ Some think he 
is in favor of the not less objectionabie 
scheme to issue Treasury notes against that 
seigniorage, and a few fancy that he would 
welcome the requisite legal encouragement tu 
a limited bond issue. As for the two schemes 
first named it should not be forgotten that 
while highly objectionable because of their 
fiat features either would be inadequate to 
meet the deficiency ia revenues, to say noth- 
ing of meeting a much to be d@sired strength- 
ening of the gold reserve, which ia down to 
alow ebb and becoming smaller with each 
succeeding week, To seize upon that margin 
silver for use as money and to avoid the 
purchase of gold with bonds doubly would 
invite a return of distrust in the integrity of 
the currency which pluyed such havoc with the 
business of the country last spring, Hence it 
would be exceedingly ill advised and im- 
prudent, besides being lamentably short of 
effecting what it was proposed to accomplish. 
At the present rate the deficiency would grow 
much faster than the silver could be coined, 
and the alternative issue of Treasury notes 
would fill the void but for a few months with 
no augmentation of the gold reserve, which 
now is less than three-quarters of the amount 
for many years deemed to be the minimum 
for safety. The plea is made that to author- 
ize the issue of bonds for an amount much 
larger than required to supply current needs 
would foster extravagance. The excuse is a 
flimsy ohe, but eyen if valid such issue would 
be infinitely preferable to the deplorable con- 
sequences which must follow a depreciation 
of the Coreaney standa rd.

THE attamios of the New Jenks Democrats 
to steal the Senate of that State is even more 
scandalous than was that of the Populists to 
steal the Lower House of the Kansas Legis- 
lature a year ago. The Senate has twenty- 
one members, eight of whom were elected 
last November, seven being Republicans and 
one a Democrat, Of the hold-over members 
nine are Democrats and four Republicans. 
Thus the Senate stands eleven Republicans to 
ten Democrats, In order to convert their 
minority into a majority the Democrats took 
the position that the hold-over members should 
organize first and pass on the credentials of 
the members-elect, There are three newly 
elected Republican Senators who, according 
to the unproved assertion of the Democrats, 
got their seats by bribery and corruption. The 
intention was to refuse to swear them in and 
then the Senate being organized to vote that 
they were not entitled to seats and let in the 
Democratic contestants. Their hope was that 
the four Republican hold-over Senators would 
fall into the trap, woulkl make a squorum by 
their presence, and enable them to carry out 
their designs. They had too much sense to 
do so, and the eleven Republicans met by 
themselves. The Governor has recognized 
the minority Senate and the House has recog- 
nized the lawful one. ‘Chere being thus two 
Senates, each claimimg to be the legitimate 
one, the question will have to go to the Su- 
preme Court for settlement if the Democrats 
do not back down.

PUBLIC SERVICE So *ERINTENDENT MAMER 
should continue his investigation into the 
methods which have been pursued in the erec- 
tion of the North Side Criminal Court Build- 
ing.

DENIAL BY THE AMERICAN CONSUL. 


No French Funds Sent Through Him to 
Revolutionists in Sicily.

Consul at Palermo emphaticaily denies the 
report published by the Corriere di Napoli 
that French funds have been sent through 
him to Sicilian revolutionaries.

PaLeRmMo, Jan. 11.—A telegram from King 
Humbert has been published here. His Maj- 
esty’s dispatch is in answer to an address sent 
to him by Gen. Morra di Lavriano, military 
commander of Sicily, on the occasion of the 
anniversary of the death of King Victor Em- 
manuel, Jan. 9, and has produced an excel- 
lent impression. The King recalls the sacri- 
fices Sicily made for Italian unity and ex- 
presses the hope that the same sentiments 
still survive. He declares the amelioration of 
the economic condition of Sicily is his su- 
preme aspiration. 3 

Roms, Jan. 11.—In an interview today on 
the situation in Sicily Mgr. Carinio, a 
Sicilian prelate, who enjoys the confidence 
of the Pope, said he approved the measures 
taken by Prime Minister Crispi against the 
Fasci di Lavartori. He also approved of the 
arrest of Deputy de Felice, the Social- 
ist leader. Mgr. Carinio blamed 
the agitators for giving the Fasci di 
Lavartori a religious character and 
for fomenting the risings by cries of ** Viva 
la Crocilisso.”’ He related how Sig. de Felice 
tried to carry on a siméflar propaganda in 
Rome through some priests who acted in 
good faith. He also recalled how several 
Sicilian Bishops in pastorals had invited the 
rich to ameliorate the conditions of the peas- 
ants. 

In Central Italy, where an outbreak against 
the government’s Sicilian policy has been 
feared, the temper of the people has changed, 
and they are now feting the troops that leave 
for Sicily. 

An infernal machine loaded with revolver 
cartridges exploded outside the Casino in 
Ancona, a port of Central Italy, last night. 
It did littledamage. Explosions took pla“e 
about the same time in several other towns in 
the Province of Ancona.

Secretary Carlisle Ready to Issue Securi- 
ties at High Rates.

‘ use the privilege which he possesses under ex- 


isting law, and which will resultin an issue 

of bonds bearing a higher rate of interest than 
would be necessary if Congress should enact 

new legislation .on the subject. Congress 

provided in 1875 for the resump- 

tion of specie payments. This law 

directed the Secretary to redeem in 
coin United States notes when presented, and 

to provide him with coin he was,given authoy- 

ity to sellthe bonds. Mr. Carlisle will con- 
tinue to use the gold reserve to pay creditors, 
but to carry out the terms of the resumption 
actand to redeem legal tenders in coin he 
proposes to issue bonds whenever, in his opin- 
ion, the stock of gold on hand getstoolow. It 
cannot be learned whether a minimum figure 
has yet been fixed. It is asserted that unless 
Congress specifically authorizes and directs 
the Secretary of the Treasury to issue bonds 
at a definite rate of interest, which shall not 
be higher than 3 per cent, the Secretary will 
issue at 4, 44¢, or 5 per cent, which will sim- 
ply result in making the people pay a greater 
sum in the way of interest, although this may 
be offset by selling the bonds at a premium 
sufficient to bring the interest down to about.

the rights and enjoyments of labor, In the uni- 
versal preuperity of al) interests within our State 


is to be found in the highdst degree the prosperity 
of the individual interest. 
Riglits of Laboring Men. 

The stability as well as perpetuity of a repub- 
lican form of government rests upon the intel ti- 
gence of its common people. Poverty is the nat- 
ural enemy of education and development. A re- 

ublican form of government cannot afford to 
ame poverty fasten its clutches upon the masses 
of its people. Neither can the people of wealth 
in such a government afford it. That which 
most threatens the glory and progress of our 
country is the gradual forcing upon the millions 
of American laborers the schedules of pauper 
wages paid the lx boring classes of the Old World. 
Old World wages are not sufficient to enable an 
American laborer to properly clothe his family, 
educate his children, and make of them good 
American citizens. Anything less than this is a 
menace to the very foundation of our system of 
government. The schedules of wages referred to 
beget poverty and poverty begets ignorance. 
Despotic forms of government can live and 
thrive with poverty and ignorance among the 
masses. This is impossible with a republican 
form of government like ours. A schedule of 
wages that enables the American laboring 
man to support his family respectably 
and to educate his children properly has 
been reeognized as a national necessity 
during the greater part of our Nation's existence. 
To maintain the American schedule of wages in 
the future requires that the American people buy 
and use the products of the brain and muscle of 
the American laborer and producer rather than 
those of other lands, even though they may cost 
a little more. Patriotism is an absolute necessi- 
ty to the existence of all governments, and es- 
pecially so to the existence of a republican form 
of government, A patriotism that resents an in- 
sult to a nation’s flag is highly commendable. A 
patriotism that furnishes half a million men to 
protect the rights and _ liberties of even a few of 
its citizens under the flag, wherever they may be, 
is indeed chivalrous and glorious. The patriot- 
ism of an American citizen should certainly 
as broad and deep as this. It must be even broad- 
er and deeper. It must be a patriotism that shall 
insist that the purchasing price of_a manufact- 
ured article shall be such an amount that the 
American laborer whose brain and muscle pro- 
duced it, who lives under the same flag. who 
breathes the same air. and whose interest and 
welfare is the Nation's interest and welfare, shall 
receive for the product of his brain and muscle 
such compensation as shall enable him to live as 
an American citizen ought to live. and to educate 
his children as American children giust be edu- 
cated. To accomplish this those manufactured 
products of foreign countries which can be pro- 
duced in our own country must be kept out of 
competition with American labor. 

Employ the American Tolilers. 


This country can consume the products of the 
American laborer, but it cannot consume the 
products of both American and foreign labor. 
Which class of laborers, therefore, are to remain 
idle? The policy of our government for more 
than thirty years has been in favor of giving em- 
ployment tothe American laborer, and at the 
same time creating and upbuilding an American 
home market for the products of the American 
farm. Under this policv the people of Iowa have 
advanced in wealth and prosperity. Shall this 
prosperity be continued or shall we adopt an ex- 
periment and try achange? Even the anticipa- 
tion of such a change has already brought cis- 
aster. Itis asserted upon good anthority that 
there are over 2.000.000 of idle laborers in this 
country teday. and, upon equally. good authorit», 
it is stated that this idleness is due to the antici- 

yated changes of the tariff laws of our country 
i a Congress hostile to the principles of protee- 
tion. While the laboring millions of Europe are 
given the hope of finding a marketin America 
without any corresponding benefits to our agri- 
cultural products, the charity of America is being 
taxed oitlinen of dollars to keep her own unem- 

loved laborers from starving. A much safer 
Sesknens policy would be for us to furnish 
employment to our own laborers and thereby pro- 
tect our American home market for American 
farm products, and tax our charity in behalf of 
the unemployed laborers of foreign countries. 
Send our unemployed millions back into the 
American factories at American wages with the 
assurance that the manufactured product of their 
brain and muscle shall supply the American 
market in preference to that of any other nation 
and the anxiety ahd distress of our country will 
be relieved and our home market for farm prod- 
ucts will be strengthened and enlarged. Such a 
line of policy is in the direction of continued 
prosperity to the farm producing interests of our 
country. lowa. with every foot of her territory 
fairly within what is properly termed the corn 
belt region of this country, is most deeply inter- 
ested in this great question. With nearly three 
hundred million bushels of corn, with its natural 
products, horses, cattle, and hogs, butter and 
egas, she is searching for the hichest market 
wherein to sell these products. Shall we con- 
tinue to sell our beef, pork, and butter to the six 
or seven millions of American laborers and help 
furnish them with means to pay us by buying the 
manufactured products of their labor. or shall! 
we buy our manufactured products from six 
millions of" foreign laborers, only to find 
out when we come to sell to them that they have 
but half as much money to bny with, and little 
or no inclination to buy of us? 


Increase Home Market Demand. 


And yet there are those who advise that the 
best interest of the American farmer is in the 
direction of selling his products in the markets 
ofthe world! More than 95 vercent of all the 
yroducts raised on American farms are consumed 
»9y an American market. That market is repre- 
sented by the consuming demand of the millions 
of American laborers, .employed in American 
faqgtories, and receiving American wages. That 
market, so far as the American laborer furnishes 
it, has more than twice the money with which to 
buy the necesearies of life than any other market 
on the face of the earth. From 3 to 5 per cent 
only of the products of the American farm seek 
the markets’ ofethe wor!d. Extremists assert that 
the foreign price put upon this small surplus of 
farm products fixes the price of the whole. The 
experience of our government under the workings 
of the protective principle controvert this theory. 
Whether this be true or not | believe it plainly to 
the advantage of the producing States that 
such a policy of encouragement and pro- 
tection be pursved toward the industries 
and labor of our country as shall  in- 
crease the home market demand for every 
pound of our surplus products. Let the same 
spirit and policy which have already created em- 
ployment for thousands of American laborers in 
the protection and development of the new tin- 
plate industry be extended and enlarged, for in 
every new embloyment created, in every new in- 
dustry started, the consuming population of our 
country is enlarged and the home market is 
thereby strengthened. In the markets of the 
world cheap beef from the vast herds of Mexico, 
and mutton from the plains of Australia can be 
sold at a profit to its owners at a price far less 
than itcosts to produce them onthe farms of 
Iowa. In the world’s markets the wheat fields of 
Manitoba and India, in their vastness, by reasdn 
of the cheapness of production can monopolize 
and supply the demand in competition’ with the 

roducts of the American farm. The American 
1ome market is protected from this competition. 
The farm products of Canada and the British 
Northwestern Territories are ready to avail them- 
selves of this market as soon as this protection 
can be removed. While it has been the policy of 
our government in the past to securely hold this 
home market tothe American farm, that policy 
is now most seriously threatened. 


Iowa Interested in Protection. 


The sugar planters of Louisiana, engaged in a 
business that under'the fostering care of protec- 
tion has been growing and developing in magni- 
tude, giving employment to thousands. have 
already sounded the alarm in their earnest pro- 
test against the assault of the present Congress. 
With governmental encouragement there is no 
reason why, in time, the Southern portion of 
Louisiana might not beeome one vast sugar 
plantation, giving employment to hundreds of 
thousands, stimulating and upbuilding the 
wealth and prosperity of our country. Deprived 
of this support. the sugar plantations of Louisi- 
ana will naturally drift back into dilapidation 
and decay, or be utilized in raising agricultura! 
products similar to those of the Northwestern 
States and placed upon the market in competi- 
tion with them. And yet the sugar planters of 
Louisiana, deprived of government aid and over- 
powered by competition from the great sugar 
interests o foreign countries, will be in no worse 
condition than will be the farmers of [ows with 
protection taken from their products, and with 
the American market supplied with cheap beef 
from the he of Mexico and cheap mutton 
from the flocks of Australia. 

As a producing State, whose possible resources 
are scarcely more than half developed, Iowa is 
most deeply interested in the protection, growth, 
and maintenance of the American home market. 
With the growth and increasing home demand 
for farm products, the inevitable result of our 
protective tariff, there is no reason why the an- 
nual corn production of our State should not in 
the near future be doubled and. with the corn 
pootness, find a ready sale in the American mar- 

et. The idle millions of our country, back in 
the erican factories, will provide a more 
profitable market for the' Iowa farmer than all 
the markets of the world can furnish. 
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people ind as a government both, in times 
of peace as widl as in times of war, = 
He favors Gold and Silver. 

Since the beginning of civilization the product 
of labor has been measured by a consideration in 
the nature of money.- That consideration most 
sought after by civi countries has been of a 
metallic basis. Natu , because of their dura- . 
bility and their stable value, gold aad silver have 
been ag yd cob used, The best money of a 

ple is alwiys that which is least fluctuating in 
ts purchasim; power. A sound currency gives 
confidence aid stability to business enterprises 
and is a nuet powerful factor in the develo 
ment of a nation. Labor is ontitled to and should 
réceive as a considera a money whose pur- 
chasing power remains unchanged, for it is the 
laborer who is invariably affected first, and most 
seriously, by the use of: a depreciated currency. 
The metallic money of our government in the 
past has been gold and silver, and I can see no 
reason why either metal should be dispensed 
with now. The business interests of this country, 
together with its development, need and require 
a large and yet stable circulating medium. In 
securing this medium the silver product of Amer- 
ican mines should be utilized, cofimensurate 
with financial safety, in preference to issuing 
government bonds. with their attendant interest 
burdens. Let us have both gold and silver as 
ro a8 paper, securing to each and every dollar 
the same purchasing power. The present embar- 
rassinent arising from our financial system seems 
to be an objection on the part of forcign countries, 
in their business dealings and transactions with 
us, to the use of silver asa basis. It is clearly 
possible to relieve ourselves from the embarrass- 
ments of this objeetion, in a large degree, through 
an American policy, buying the manufaetured 
products of our own factories with American 
silver dollars, rathér than buying the manufact- 
ured products of the foreign asers with our 
American gold dollars, 

Respect for the Law. 

The profovnd respect of our people for laws 
and their absolute acquiescence in them is a mat- 
ter of the highest importance to the State. As a 
whole the people of lowa ever have been a law- 
respecting and law-abiding . people. Occasion- 
ally communities, under the most aggravated 
rovocation, have proven exceptions to this rule, 

his is ae to be deplored, as its results are 
always to the. detriment of the character and 
reputation of the State. Lack of confidence in 
the duly established machinery of law to con- 
viet and punish perpetrators of crime is fre- 
quently the cause of these exceptions. There 
seems to nthe pnblic mind a growing lack 
of confidence in the reliability of the jury sys- 
tem. I am Jed to believe that this lack of con- 
fidence is due more to the abuses which in lo- 
calities have grown up under this system than to 
the system itself. Those of our citizens whose 
best services and judgment the State should 
have in the jury box, the business-man, the 
farmer. and the professional nian, find too easy 
the avenues of eseape from performing this duty, 
which every good citizen owes society and the 
State. This situation has developed in com- 
munities what is known as the professional 
juror, a development prejudicial to the best in- 
terests of ou people. A change of the law com- 
pelling ever: citizen when called upon to do his 
ee in this \mportant factor of our government 

am satisfiel wotld most surely. inure to the 
general welf4re. 

The improvement of our public highways is a 
subject which appeals to the best judgment and 
intelligence of our State. Some broad and com- 
prehensive plah should in the near future be 
adopted, am! a starting point be determined by 
which every year shall see built in every county 
of our State a few miles of substantial and 
permanent Toad. The burden of expense in a 
single year ought not and need not be a heavy 
one, as shown by the history of road building in 
the older Stites of our country, as well as in the 
more progrussive countries of Europe. Each 
succeeding generation of people, at no burden- 
some expense to themselves, can leave to their 
successors a few miles of permanent roads as a 
just and proper legacy, indicative oftheir regard 
for the general welfare and continue perity 
of the State. New processes in the manufacture 
of material ‘or this purpose are being developed 
every year With over 600 inmates of our 
prisons now engaged chiefly in manufacturing 
products in competition with free labor, might 
not their services be better employed, and with 
far greater advantage to the general public,.in 
the preparation of material for the construction 
of the public highways? 

High Moral Standard, 

The high standard of our people upon all moral 
questions has been in the past and is to every 
good citizen a source of profound gratification 
and pride, In dealing with these questions the 
people of lowa have always taken advanced 
ground and have proven themselyes equal to 
every emergency. As one result of this senti- 
ment a prohibitory liquor law has been placed 
upon our statute books. 

\ trial of ten years has demonstrated that in 
many counties it has fully met the expectation of 
its friends, having successfully driven the saloon 
system out of existence in those counties. While 
this is true, there are other localities where open 
saloons have existed during this period of time 
in spite of the law and in spite of the most deter- 
mined efforts to close them. In such localities 
the open saloon exists without restraint or con- 
trol, a constant menace to the peace and safety 
of the public. From these localities there is an 
earnest dem and for relief~a demand. not from 
the law-defying saloon sympathizer, but from the 

t business element; from the best moral 
sentiment of such communities: from the 
churches apd from the pulpit. While the pres- 
ent prohibitive principle, which is so satisfactory 
to many counties and commuhities of our State, 
should rem:tin in force, wisdom, justice. and the 
interests of temperance and morality demand 
that a modification of this law should be made, 
applicable to those communities where the sa- 
loon exists, to the end of reducing the evils of the 
liquor traffic to the minimum. 


Citizenship Made Supreme, 


Senators and Representatives: The Constitu- 
tion of lowa_ places upon its respective depart- 
ments grave duties and important responsibili- 
ties. Those duties well performed obliterate 
partisanship and make citizenship supreme. 
(‘oming up from the people, responsibilities met 
with couraye and treated with candor convert 
the servant into the statesman and dignify the 
honor and confidence reposed. I need not say 
more to men so well equipped to protect the in- 
terests of more than 2,000,000 of people: for 
myself, it is with full knowledge of my own 
weakness that | offer the best I can give, appre- 
ciating that this is far from adequate to the re- 
quirements of the exalted position to which I 
have been called. 

The peoplé of Lowa have been most liberal and 
wise in the establishment and management of 
her State institutions. Many of these are for the 
unfortunate and are the result of necessity. So 
long as the necessity exists the demand for their 
liberal suppert is expected and should be cor- 
dially given. Our institutions of learning, also, 
are most worthy the sustaining power of isla- 
tion, and a wise and ample provision should be 
made in the direction of a definite and perma- 
nent support. While this is true, the greater 
lever of intelligent power, the common sch>ol, 
must not bo overlooked orits interests neglected. 
These institutions shall be dealt with as your 
personal inspection shall suggest. 

There are conditions in our common citizen- 
ship whieh offer much for your meditation. A 
justand logal protection should be accorded 
both labor and capital, as in their harmonious 
employment peace and contentment are the por- 
tion of each. The miner down inthe earth who 
sees but hittle of the beauties of the day endures 
his hazardous employment with cheerfulness. 
realizing that pay-day brings its compensation. 
But in his particularly hazardous occupation his 
protection and safety, together with his frequent 
and prompt payiment, place a responsibility up- 
on the legislative power of the State. Whole- 
some guartliianship should also be exercised for 
the health and happiness of all classes, and for 
operatives in factories and children in the public 
schools the greatest protection should be given 
that the fire-trap be removed as far as possible 
from their surroundings. 


Memorial to War Veterans. 


Almost thiirty years ago the surrender at Appo- 
mattox shut,down the curtain upon the scenes of 
war, in which to sustain-the Union the youn 
State of lowa sent forth 75,000 of ber best an 
bravest. Many. returned and many are ever 
mourned. As a State, except in the hearts of 
our people, no mark as yet has been completed 
as a snitable public-tribnute of memorial to their 
undying fame. Let this matter be brought to a 
speedy anc liberal termination, not for the pres- 
ent generation alone but to the millions yet to 
come, that they may take orice in the nobility of 
the fathers and keep watch that the glories won 
shall never tarnish and their glorious deeds shall 
be an insp_ration to patriotic fidelity to our State 
and Nation. 

In closing let me congratulate the people of 
Iowa on the corditions of plenty and comfort 
which surround them. While looking with sor- 
row upon the more unfortunate conditions that 
bring suffering to the people of other States and 
other lands let those who. have in plenty and to 
spare rem mber the less fortunate both at home 
and abroad. Let the suffering of the few be re- 
lieved fro1a the abundance of the many. 

The year 1893 witnessed the strength of lowa. 
The great financial institutions of our State with- 
stood the shocks and disasters of the year with 
complacent security. Their reliability and in- 
tegrity are fiemly fixed upon *the solid founda- 
tions of agriculture, unequaled in those inherent 
elements of wealth found in richness of soil, 
purity of water, and reliability of climate; and 
these forees controlled by an industrious, intelli- 
gent, and moral pe »le. With confidenee in this 
people ami an abiding faith in the continued 
blessings ofa Divine Providence I predict that 
the present is but the index of the future great- 
ness of our State.

THEY MUST PAY PA- 
PER THEY GAVE AS A FORMALITY.

It Was Part Payment for Stock in the De- 
funct Alliance Purchasing Company, 


and the Aggregate Is About $160,000 
in Sums of $8 Hach—Firm of Luthy & 
Co. of Peoria, IL, Astonishes South Da- 
kota, Members by Obtaining the Paper 
and Demanding Collection. 

Huson, S. D., Jan. 11.—[Special Corre- 
spondence. ]—Luthy & Co. of Peoria, Iil., are 
serving notice upon a large number of farm- 
ers in South Dakota to the effect that they are 
holders of notes given for stock in the Alli- 
ance Purchasing company organized three 
years ago, and that unless payment is made 
promptly suits for their collection will be in- 
stituted. 

The Alliance company was organized with 
a capital of $200,000, divided into shares of 
1 hg each. These shares were taken by farm- 

, members of the Alliance, the sum of $2 
in cash being paid when the certificate of 
stock was issued. The remaining $8 was by 
note given upon the direct understanding that 

yments should not be made except by call 

ofthe directors. In othe: words, those taking 
athek were to getit in shares of $10 each by 
the payment of $2, By this means hundreds 
of farmers became stockholders in the Pur- 
chasing company, each expecting to get some- 
thing for nothing. Besides this they were to 
have their farm machinery, groceries, ary 
good, binding twine, etc., at manufacturers’ 
prices. The scheme worked admirably, the 
company doing between $300,000 and $400,- 
1000 worth of business the first year. 
|. It soon transpired that the managers of the 
company had made contracts for machinery 
at prices considerably higher than the same 
goods were purchased by general dealers. 
Then came the “kick.” Politics entered 
into the ranks of the Alliance organization 
more extensively than ever before and split it 
in twain, and the rupture has not been healed. 
Finally the Alliance company was swallowed 
up by the Nationai Union, The officers of the 
company deelared that at least $5 would be 
returned for each dollar in cash paid in. 
After months of patient waiting the dividend 
checks have failed to materialize; instead 
this notice has been served on the signers of 
the notes that unless they are paid at once 
suits for their collection will be instituted. 

The question that agitates the signers of 
these notes. as well as members of the Alliance 
generally, is, “‘ How did Luthy & Co. get pos- 
session of them and who made the transfer?” 
Nothing was said dbout them when the officers 
of the Alliance company made their report 
and transferred the business to the National 
Union, It was taken fur granted that the 
notes would be returned. 3 ngquiry of J. K. 
Johnson, who was President of the Alliance 
company, and George G. Crose, its ex-Presi- 
dent and one of the foremost leaders in its or- 
ganization, failed to furnish any light on the 
subject, as they plead innocence as to the 
manner of transfer and claim to know noth- 
ing about it. The same ‘don’t know” spirit 
characterized efforts to ascertain why certain 
transactions in connection with the Fidelity 
Insurance company, the Scandinavian Eleva- 


tor company, and other schemes inaugurated 
_ by Alliance leaders for the benefit of farmers 
were not profitable but resulted disastrously 


except to a few favored ones. 

President Loucks of the National Farmers’ 
Alliance and Industrial Union, in answer to 
inquiries as to how Luthy & Co. came into 
possession of the notes referred to. says the 
firm has failed te satisfy him on that point, 
and he also believes Messrs. Johnson and 
Crose know nothing of the transfer. ‘* I be- 
lieve,’ said| Mr. Loucks, “there never was 
any legal transfer, hence I would advise the 
stockholders to refuse to pay until Messrs. 
Luthy |\& Co. furnish the evidence that there 
Was a | | legal transfer. Personally, | know 
nothing of the business, as I took no part in 
its management after the first year of the or- 
ganization. In my judgmient the notes can- 
not be collected unless legally transferred, 
and so faraslI can learn they were not so 
transferred,”

SWITCH TO RESERVATION LAND. 
Rumor That It Is to cs Opened Causes a 
Change at Ashland, Wis, 

Asuianp, Wis., Jan, 11.—[Special.]—The 
sensation of the recent land excitement was 
sprung today by a party of filers from Bay- 
field who came with papers to gobble up the 
Red Cliffe Indian Reseryation, which has no 
connection with the Omaha lands. It has 
been known for a week that an official com- 
munication is now in the hands of the 
authoritiesat Washington recommending that 
the Red Cliffe Reservation be abolished. 
It is argued that this Red Cliffe Reservation 
will be abolished. During the latter part of 
the day all filers switched from the Omaha 
lands and were filing on reservation lands, as 
there is more probability of finally gettin 
their claims there. Many even colinaniehad 
their former applications to refile on the res- 
ervation lands. which. are said to be much 
more valuable on account of their rich pine 
forests. The fact became noticeable today 
that most filers are now making applications 
under the stone and timber act of 1878, 
amended in 1892 so as to include lands 
within the Ashland district. Under this act 
the filers take possession of the land because 
of its unfit condition for farming purposes.

Ashton turned pale, said 
Murwin, his hands trembled, and fora time 
he had difficulty in speaking.

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APPELLATE OOURT DEGIDES THE 
RIB OUSKA OASE. 


Justice Gary Holds That the Public Has a 
Right to Streets and, if Persons Are 
Killed There by Railways, the Latter 
Must Be Considered. Responsible«Ous- 
ka’s Widow's Judgment Is for $5,000— 
Batch of Lawyers Admitted to Practice 
Other Court Affairs. at 


In the Appellate Court yesterday Justices 
Shepard, Waternian, and Gary handed down 
a number of opinions in cases which had 
been under consideration during the October 
term. The court affirmed the judgment for 
$5,000 which Marie Ouska recovered against 
the Lake Shore and Michigan Southern rail- 
road company in the Circuit Court for the 
death of her hustand. He was a mill hand 
on small wages and while on his way to 
work early in the mornmg he was run down 
and killed at the ‘Sixty-third and State streets 
crossing. A train was discharging passengers 
on the company’s track as he approached 
and, in the confusion, he got into the way of 
another train which was crossing State street 
at twenty miles an hour, Justice Gary, in his 
opinion on the ajypeal of the Tailroad com- 


pany, says: 

It may be urged that no man exercising ordi- 
nary care would atiempt to cross that network of 
rails, but the appellant can claim no right to 
shut the citizen from the public street, if the 
railway company makes the danger s’0 imminent 
nothing can prevent a jury from finding against 
it when injury follows. 

A judgment of the Circuit Court against 
Michael C, McDonald for $573, recovered by 
Thomas H. Watsoa in an assumpsit suit, was 
affirmed by Justice Waterman: An appeal 
had been taken on the ground that immaterial 
testimony for the plaintiff had been allowed 
in the lower court. Counsel for Mr. McDon- 
ald had not put any witnesses on the stand 
and the court had instructed the jury to find 
for the full amount of indebtedness. In the 
opinion of Justice Waterman the verdict was 
proper and legal, us no matter what immate- 
rial evidence had been introduced by the 
‘plaintiff the pertinent evidence was not re- 
plied to.

iven at the Executive Mansion by the Presi- 

ent and Mrs. Cleveland in honor of the 
diplomatic corps. The decorations were in 
keeping with the occasion, and were arranged 
to produce the effect of greens, which made 
the best background for the striking toilets, in 
which color * was more apparent than 
for several seasons past. Everywhere palms 
and ferns predominated, massing the window 
recesses and corners of the east room, lining 
the inner corridor, and being almost exclusive- 
ly used in the decorations of the blue, red, 
and green parlors. The absence of cut flow- 
ers, with the exception of those on two of the 
mantels in the east room, was noticeable. In 
the outer corridor the Marine Band added its 
quota to the gorgeousness of the general ef- 
fect.
